moving 


When two compelling projects come along that 
share a use, location, or focus on sustainability, 
we at Architecture Minnesota know we have 
the nucleus of a great issue. Target Field and 
the new Target Center green roof, for example, 
anchored our July/August edition. For this, 
our annual interiors issue, we couldn't wait to 
showcase the Minneapolis advertising studios 
of Carmichael Lynch (page 24) and Modern 
Climate (cover, page 28). Peruse the articles 
and you'll guickly glean an additional parallel 
between the two projects: Both spaces reside 
in a century-old industrial building and favor 
rawness and reuse over extreme makeover. 


And the two have yet another interesting 
connection: The Modern Climate studio, 
completed in 2009, was the longtime home of 
Carmichael Lynch prior to Carmichael's move 
to the Wyman Partridge Building in early 2007. 
Amy Goetzman, who wrote both stories for us, 
playfully submitted the first as “Carmichael #1 
(Modern Climate)" and the second, a week later, 
as "Carmichael #2” 


"Carmichael had outgrown their space, but it 
turned out to be just perfect for Modern Climate, 
who actually saved some of the features of the 
old space, out of respect for the past,” says 
Goetzman. “Meanwhile, in their new space, 
Carmichael was doing exactly the same thing, 
saving some of the features of the building 

they moved into. The thought process in both 

of these renovations is very similar: Respect 
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the building's architectural past, reusing old 
elements to define a space that will help define 
the agency's future. These stories were definitely 
connected in more ways than one." 


Not surprisingly, one of these renovations — 
Carmichael Lynch — was conceived by Meyer, 
Scherer 6 Rockcastle, a local firm with a 
national reputation for textured adaptations 

of flagging industrial structures (the award- 
winning Mill City Museum here in Minneapolis 
and Urban Outfitters Corporate Campus in the 
Philadelphia Navy Yard are two of its calling 
cards). Modern Climate architect 20 Below 
Studio, on the other hand, added something 
new to its portfolio of light-filled contemporary 
interiors: grit. “The Modern Climate space is 
somewhat scrappier, and the new Carmichael 
space is somewhat more luxe,” notes Goetzman. 
"But philosophically? Very alike." 


“It would be fascinating,” she continues, “to 
walk through the Modern Climate space with 
Carmichael people and interview them on 
what they think of the changes (and the saved 
‘artifacts’) to their old home.” 


I'd heartily second that thought if I weren't so 
scarred by a TV program I sometimes catch 

on Saturday mornines in the kitchen: TLC's 
Moving Up. Have you seen this cringe-inducer 
(or guilty pleasure, depending on your tastes)? It 
follows through on Goetzman's idea, only with 
homeowners: Person A sells her home to person 
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B who sells his house to couple C. B and C 
complete extensive updates within months 
of moving in, and A and B then tour their 
former homes and offer candid assessments 
of the changes. 


Sounds like a winning formula, right? Well, for 
those of us prone to recoiling at the sight of bad 
decision-making and escalating tension, it can 
be difficult to watch when the previous owners 
disparage the tastes of the new ones, or the 
home “improvements” are indeed ghastly, or the 
financial and emotional stress of renovation 
causes relationships to unravel on camera. 
Throw in the host's over-the-top, how-does-he- 
get-away-with-this flirting with the single women, 
and you start to understand the discomfort this 
show can cause. 


I know, I know: The visiting Carmichael Lynch 
folks would surely have nothing but admiration 
to express for the redesigned space, given how 
similar its aesthetic is to that of their new home. 
But you just never can tell in a Moving Up 
world —an ill-advised Caribbean-themed wall 
mural might lurk around the next corner. And 
then the gloves would come off.

In his seminal book A Sand County Almanac, [ecologist and forester] Aldo Leopold 

wrote that "a thing is right when it tends to preserve the integrity, stability, and beauty 
of the biotic community.” These immortal words were set to paper in a tiny shack outside 
Baraboo, Wisconsin. His message still resonates throughout the breathtaking Aldo 
Leopold Legacy Center, located just a few hundred meters from the place that inspired his work.

For a few years now l've been driving past an unusual little building in Litchfield, 
Minnesota . . . a Wells Fargo bank. What has always caught my eye is how the 

whole building sits up on a stone-clad plinth, effectively making the entire site

Though it's an obvious Taliesin West knockoff, it has bold floor-to-ceiling windows, skyliehts whose 
sunshine diffuses down through a white concrete grid, and that fascinating site work, which 
creates small entry "ravines" and emphasizes the notched wood roof overhangs.

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MINNESOTA ARCHITECTS: A BIOGRAPHICAL DICTIONARY 
By Alan K. Lathrop, University of Minnesota Press, 2010 
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It's a common plaint among Minnesota-grown 
architects that too many choice local projects 
have recently gone to outside talent. The Guthrie 
Theater and Walker Art Center, for example, were 
meted out to European firms. In both cases the 
Overseas designer conceived the building not only 
as a venue for art but also as a platform from which 
to look back at the city. From the top of the Walker 
or the end of the Guthrie's cantilevered bridge, 
wave a finger in any direction and you'll likely point 
to the work of a Minnesota architect. 


Names such as Masqueray, Hewitt, Arnal, and 
Buffington may be meaningless to the typical 
Minneapolitan, but the buildings these Minnesota 
architects designed—the Basilica of St. Mary, 

St. Mark's Episcopal Cathedral, the Foshay Tower, 
and the Pillsbury A Mill, respectively—are cultural 
landmarks that eive the city (and by extension 
the state) its unique identity and flavor. Yet even 
architects specializing in preservation have 

a difficult time connecting the dots between 


notable buildings and their 

notable designers. Finding out who 
designed a well-known structure sometimes 
requires hours and even days of research in 
archives of building permits, newspaper citations, 
and city directories. 


Thanks to former library curator and author 

Alan Lathrop, much of this erunt work has 

been completed and the results compiled into 

a concise reference volume. Minnesota Architects: 
A Biographical Dictionary, published by the 
University of Minnesota Press, is an alphabetically 
organized catalog of more than 250 Minnesota 
architects whose work spans the past century 
and a half. 


Judiciously illustrated with black-and-white 
photographs culled largely from the Minnesota 
Historical Society collection and the University 

of Minnesota's Northwest Architectural Archives, 
Minnesota Architects is no glossy coffee-table 
extravagance. Rather, it's an invaluable research 
tool that concentrates shelves upon shelves 

of fragmented information into a single resource. 
Each entry includes biographical information (date 
and location of birth and death, education, and 
career highlights) and an abridged list of notable 
buildings (names, locations, dates of construction, 
and significant collaborators). 


Lathrop's sweeping introduction covers the 
ancient origins of the practice of architecture, 
the medieval apprenticeship system, the 
Beaux-Arts school, the establishment of the 
University of Minnesota's architecture program 
(1912), and the emergence of large architecture 
and engineering firms and building-type 
specialization. For the diehard architectural 
historian, the author also includes several boxouts 
on firm lineages, such as the evolution of the 
19th-century Long & Kees to Long, Lamoreaux 
& Long in 1909, then to Long & Thorshov, then 
Thorshov & Cerny, and finally to the highly 
influential midcentury-modern practice Cerny 
& Associates, which closed its doors in 1978. 


While not an exhaustive account of past and 
present architects who have shaped Minnesota's 
built environment, Minnesota Architects is 

a welcome addition to the short list of reference 
books on the subject. It's a must-have resource 
for both the practitioner and the armchair 
enthusiast of the state's architectural legacy.

Staring into the window of a vacant car dealership 
at an image of a tattoo-clad woman lying on 

a child's bed, I couldn't help wanting to know

| headed home that day with the feeling that 

the images were mostly too small and too far 
apart to compete with University's cacophony 
and clutter. Art critics might note that the 
distances between photograph clusters echo 
gaps in the avenue's urban fabric, or they might 
relish the subtle ambiguity of the photographs 
mixing with Pepsi posters taped to convenience 
store windows. But the images' lack of size, 
proximity, and traditional venue doesn't diminish 
the ambition and authenticity of the endeavor. 
As he did with his Frogtown and Lake Street USA 
projects, Huie admirably eschews the controlled 
gallery environment in favor of offering the work 
directly to the neighborhoods he photographs.

cycle on luminescent screens embedded in cargo 
containers. On the last Saturday of every month 
through Halloween, local musicians, storytellers, 
and videographers turn the site into an open-air 
neighborhood cabaret. 


In the University Avenue Project, Huie sidesteps 
the easy exercise of depicting the streetscape 

as yet another urban American wasteland. Instead, 
he captures people with complex and nuanced 
emotions—emotions that are sometimes difficult 
to translate. Just like our own.

SURVIVAL 
STRATEGIES 


BY CAMILLE LEFEVRE 


THE ECONOMIC DOWNTURN HAS HIT 


THE DESIGN AND CONSTRUCTION FIELDS 


ESPECIALLY HARD, AND THE INDUSTRY 


ISN'T ANTICIPATING A SPEEDY RECOVERY. 


SO WHAT CAN ARCHITECTS AND 
ARCHITECTURE FIRMS DO IN THE NEAR 
TERM TO PULL THROUGH? 


Last January, in the midst of the recession, 

the New York Times ran an article about John 
Morefield, an out-of-work Seattle designer who 
set up a booth at a farmers' market to advertise 
his skills. "Architecture 5€," read his sign. For 

a nickel, he answered any and all architectural 
questions. After several weeks at his booth, 
with the aid of architecture5cents.com, Morefield 
started getting work: eventually more than 
$50,000 in design commissions. 


The severe economic downturn and the 
implosion of the real estate market have resulted 
in thousands of architects and designers finding 
themselves out of work. According to the findings 
of the AIA Minnesota Recovery Task Force, 
created to provide practitioners and firms with 
information and ideas on how to reduce expenses, 
grow services, and obtain work during the 
recession, in Minnesota "total annual revenue 

of architectural firms has declined 20 to 25 
percent since the high point reached in 2007." 


Still, as Morefield's entrepreneurialism 
demonstrates, architects who are innovative and 
who keep their firm structure flexible and services 
adaptable are managing to survive. While no one 
in Minnesota has set up a stand at a farmers' 
market—yet— several architecture firms in the 
Twin Cities, large and small, are differentiating 
themselves by adapting to current market 
conditions and broadening their services. By doing 
so, they're setting the stage for growth once the 
economy begins to bounce back—albeit without 
the bubble and boom of the early 21st century. 


LEADING EDGE 
“We're not thriving, but we're certainly surviving," 


says CityDeskStudio principal Christian Dean, AIA. 


“We've had to be flexible. Instead of specializing 
in a project type, we've engaged in as much of 
the built environment as we can, from fabrications 
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Offering architectural advice for a nickel at a farmers’

An unemployed Seattle designer recently found 
success advertising his services in this way. 


to urban planning." Dean credits several small 
modern-home projects with "establishing and 
crafting our identity in the residential market 
before the recession." But he reports that the 
firm is now deploying its design thinking largely 
in "small, brave urban projects." 


"A lot of community-development organizations 
and small nonprofits are planning for the future 
right now, and they're looking for design 
thinking," Dean explains. The firm's re-visioning 
of East Franklin Avenue in Minneapolis' Seward 
neighborhood (see "Takin' It to the Street" 
in the July/August 2010 issue of Architecture 
Minnesota) is one such project in which "we're 
using our leadership position as architects 
to work on a grassroots, experiential level with 
neighborhoods," he says. 


Similarly, CityDeskStudio has been engaged 

in master planning and programming for the 

next chapter of Open Book, a literary and 
book-arts center on Washington Avenue South 

in Minneapolis. "Our skill is design thinking, 
meaning we can apply our creative skills 

to a variety of projects and retool quickly," 

Dean explains. "We become our clients' strategic 
partner as we help them refine the real nature 

of the project, frame the issues, craft solutions, 
and plan the deliverables to help them get the 
most out of their dollars. We want to keep building 
on this thorough planning work, which we believe 
will lead to bigger, more complex projects." 


4RM-*ULA managing partner James Garrett, 
Assoc. АГА, agrees that planning work on the 
community level is a way of keeping a small firm 
afloat right now and demonstrating architectural 
leadership by connecting small organizations 
with strategic design expertise. While his firm has 
been sustained through the recession by design 
work and feasibility consulting on the Central 
Corridor light-rail project, Garrett confirms that 
community-development councils are seeking 
planning, programming, and pre-design services 
for future projects. 


"Community-based work does seem to be coming 
back first," he says. The AIA Minnesota Recovery 
Task Force affirms this finding, suggesting that 
member architects "be active and network in your 
community to identify projects not clarified yet. 
Be an advisor and advocate— show your value." 
The task force also anticipates that "recovery 
will be led by smaller-sized projects, but less likely 
led by housing, which normally comes out 
of recessions first."

4RM“ULA is currently working on two 

small community projects: a campus and 

new arts-facility plan for Juxtaposition Arts 

in North Minneapolis, and the adaptive reuse 
of Minneapolis' historic Coe Mansion into 

the Minnesota African American Museum and 
Cultural Center. To stay nimble and adaptable 
to a variety of projects, Garrett says, the firm's 
partners invested a portion of their salaries 
into hiring "some young talents fresh onto the 
workforce, who would help us position ourselves 
as we come out of the recession. Now we have 
the human capital to handle larger projects 
with a strong team."

The qualities of Paulsen Architects' award-winning 
designs are also those of the firm's downtown 
Mankato office. Visitors stepping off the elevator 
on the second floor of the Northwestern Office 
Building are greeted by the warm wood finishes 
and textured glass of Paulsen's curved entry, 
which creates a quiet recess along an otherwise 
monochromatic, straight-edged corridor. These 
finishes extend into the office interior, where 
they blend with brick and Kasota stone and 
complement deep red, terra-cotta, and gold 
accent colors. 


"The only way we could make this space work 
for us when we decided to move here in 2002 
was to open it up,” says firm founder and president 
Bryan Paulsen, AIA. “Our previous offices had 
been in a basement with a single skylight shaft 
two floors up, so we were hungry for more natural 
light. By eliminating the walls of a central corridor, 
we were able to bring light in from both sides 


of the building. The owner liked this idea, 

too, because it increased leasable sguare feet." 
The design also minimizes vertical barriers. None 
of the partners' private offices have doors on them 
and the edges of dividers between workstations 
are curved to provide privacy while allowing 
natural light to travel deep into the main studio. 
The no-door policy also expresses a core value: 
Firm leaders are fully engaged in projects and 
available to all staff members.

Such openness also promotes cross-pollination 
between the firm's wide-ranging projects 

and among its multidimensional staff of 20 
employees. The firm has employed construction 
administrators since its inception, hired interior 
designers early in its history, and has added 
structural engineers and a landscape architect 
more recently. "Some of our diversity relates 

to our Greater Minnesota location," says Tami 
Paulsen, who manages finances, human resources,

and marketing for the firm (and is also Bryan's 
wife). "There isn't a huge demand for a single 
building type." 


Thus Paulsen Architects expanded by designing 
buildings that range from major public facilities, 
such as Mankato's Intergovernmental Center and 
the Blue Earth County Justice Center, to corporate 
projects for Verizon Wireless, Wells Fargo, and 

US Bank. (The firm's portfolio also includes clinics, 
labs, churches, restaurants, retail stores, multi-unit 
housing, and educational and cultural facilities.) 
Although much of its work is located in southern 
Minnesota, Paulsen has also completed projects 
throughout the state and in lowa, North Dakota, 
and Wisconsin, and buildings it designed for 

a national private college group are being rolled 
out nationally. An impressive résumé for a firm 
approaching only its 15th anniversary.

FUTURE AMID THE PAS 
IN ONE OF DOWNTOWN 
MINNEAPOLIS' STORIED 
OLD BUILDINGS 


By Amy Goetzman You would think that moving out of a crowded, 
cluttered, barely functional office space would 
be a pure relief, if not an outright joy. But Modern 
Climate's staff loved being on First Avenue in 
Minneapolis' Warehouse District, close to the rock 
'n' roll heart of the city. Even though the place was 
perfumed by stale beer from the bar downstairs, 
it was home and it had history, and they were just 
a little sentimental about saying goodbye to all that. 


But when the renovation of the agency's new digs 
in the Pence Building at Ninth Street and Hennepin 
Avenue began to uncover the building's own history, 
the Modern Climate team knew they could make 
themselves at home here: This was a space with 
stories to tell. 


“The whole building was being redeveloped and 
Modern Climate was taking the top two floors,” 
says 20 Below Studio principal Joe Hamilton, AIA.

originally it was a Chevrolet dealership, with an 
assembly plant in the sky. As we uncovered the 
layers, we found soot on the ceiling, graffiti on 
the walls, grease monkey pits cut into the floors.

Gritty though it was, Modern Climate wanted to 
preserve the building's past, including the notes 
on the wall and even some of the cracks. So the 
two creative teams—Modern Climate and 20 
Below Studio—embarked on an unusually agile 
creative process. After an intense “visual listening 
process,” in which 20 Below learned the agency's 
identity and goals, the two firms completed a solid 
working plan and moved into demolition, with 
the architects constantly revising as the building 
revealed new challenges and possibilities. 


"We accepted it as an ongoing discovery process,” 


says Hamilton. “It was essential to stick to the 
project schedule and budget, but, at the same time, 
interesting things were being uncovered on a daily 
basis, so we had to think on our feet.” 


50 they saved the graffiti, exposed the building's 
historic skeleton, and showcased some of the 
changes made by other tenants along the way. 
They opened up the floor between the two levels 
to integrate the office space and allow light to flow 
through. They placed a lineal staircase between the 
floors to make a connection to the exterior; when

Such was the challenge facing design principal 
Mic Johnson, AIA, interior design director 

Kim Williamson, and other members of the 
team assembled to rework Ellerbe Becket’s office 
space in the downtown tower the firm designed 
in 1991. It was clear that the firm, now part 

of the global organization AECOM and known 
as Ellerbe Becket, Inc., an AECOM company, 
wanted to stay in LaSalle Plaza. It was also clear 
that the large butcher-block workstations and 
space-dividing spine walls, which had served 

the firm’s purposes in the 1990s, were outdated. 


“At that time we were talking about breaking 
the larger spaces into communities, but now 
teams are moving around more, and the spine 
walls were inflexible,’ Johnson explains. “LaSalle 
Plaza has great big floors—180 by 45 feet. 
We thought it would be nice to see if we could 
open up the views.” 
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Ellerbe Becket's renovation of its downtown Minneapolis 
offices gives new meaning to the term open office. Angled 
spine walls that broke up the space were removed and low- 


walled Steelcase Montage workstations installed to reveal 
the wall-to-wall views (below). The lobby (above) and main 
conference room were given a new minimalist look. Plenty 
of informal work and pin-up spaces (right) allow for quick 
brainstorming.

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Fronting the serenely elegant Rice Park, Landmark Center provides 
a home for the Ramsey County Historical Society, several arts organizations 
and exhibition areas, and a small theater. Its luminous and spacious 
central cortile hosts many civic gatherings. 


THE ST. PAUL POST OFFICE and Federal 

Courts Building was constructed from 1892 

to 1902, exhibiting an unmistakably American, 
19th-century exuberance and style. It was 

one of many such buildings intended to 
symbolize the growing power and grandeur 

of the federal government. 


By 1967, the federal courts had moved 

out, and the building was heading toward 
demolition. Placed on the National Register 
of Historic Places in 1960, it was rescued 
by the collective action of local governments 
and a galvanized citizenry suffering a 
lingering ache from the senseless destruction 
of Minneapolis' Metropolitan Building a few 
years before. Painstakingly renovated and 
repurposed with the aid of Winsor/Faricy 
Architects (now Collaborative Design 
Group), the rechristened Landmark Center 
reopened in 1978. 


Fronting the serenely elegant Rice Park, 
Landmark Center provides a home for the 
Ramsey County Historical Society, several 
arts organizations and exhibition areas, 

and a small theater. Its luminous and spacious 
central cortile hosts many civic gatherings. 

Its beautifully restored federal courtrooms 
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have witnessed the state’s history, from 
Prohibition-era gangster trials to the thousands 
of immigrants who became U.S. citizens there. 


Landmark Center bears a strong family 
resemblance to the Old Post Office Pavilion 
in Washington, DC, and to Milwaukee’s 
Federal Office Building. All three feature 
delightfully gabled, dormered, turreted, 

and pinnacled facades of massive granite 

in the Richardsonian Romanesgue style, 
punctuated by robust clock towers, and 

are daylit by interior atria. Their almost 
simultaneous designs in 1892 are credited 
to Willoughby J. Edbrooke, then supervising 
architect of the U.S. Treasury, who led a staff 
of 500 architects and engineers. 


Washington's pavilion and Milwaukee's 
federal gem survived their own odysseys 

of threat and rescue, and, by the grace 

of the National Historic Preservation Act, 
were renewed to enrich their cities in new 
ways. Landmark Center also continues 

to serve, built to endure and saved from 
oblivion by lovers of architecture—a living 
testament to the value of historic preservation 
in Minnesota's guality of life. AMN

Like most American cities, Minneapolis has 
been hard hit by the housing crisis. The city 
has more than 300 vacant lots. Hundreds of 
abandoned houses have been razed, leaving 
already distressed neighborhoods pocked with 
missing teeth. What about the future? Can 
something happen on these vacant lots to 
draw people back to the city? 


Those are the guestions that inspired this 
year's Bearden Place Housing Competition, 

a collaboration between the City of Minneapolis' 
Department of Community Planning and 
Development (CPED), the Builders Association 
of the Twin Cities, and its Builders Outreach 
Foundation. Multidisciplinary teams were 
invited to design four to seven live/work units 
for artists for a three-lot site at the corner of 
Plymouth Avenue and Sheridan Avenue North 
in the city's Willard Homewood neighborhood. 


BILITY 


The aim: Create a marketable new model 
for affordable, sustainable housing. 


“We need different housing choices than in 
the past,” says Tom Streitz, the City's housing 
policy and development director, citing the 
city's changing demographics and desire for 
greater density along commercial corridors. 
The competition brief called for units that will 
cost no more than $175,000, be 1,500 to 1,700 
square feet in size, meet Minnesota GreenStar 
Bronze-level certification, and include two 
bedrooms plus a “flex” space that could be 
a workspace, studio, or third bedroom. 


Forty-eight teams from locations reaching from 
Miami to San Francisco submitted entries. In 
May a jury of experts, including University of 
Minnesota College of Design dean Thomas Fisher,

Conversely, Julie Snow, FAIA, invested in her firm's 
structure by adding Matthew Kreilich, AIA, as 

a new partner. “Developing another layer of senior 
staff allows us to expand the size and types 

of projects we can acquire," says Snow, founder 
of Julie Snow Architects. Snow admits that her 
firm, which has been busy with port-of-entry and 
border stations funded through the U.S. General 
Services Administration (GSA), is "just starting 
our recession now.” 


As the GSA work slows, she adds, “we're 
beginning new initiatives to address what 

we see as markets in the shifting landscape 
and how they'll perform in a new world. We're 
looking at housing, for instance, which seems 
counterintuitive, but multifamily housing 
involving a different cast of characters with 
different outcomes. We're also doing research 
into our client base, how to build on that base, 
and how to reach new clients." 


Firms are also investing in building information 
modeling (BIM) technology, in preparation 

for new projects. Because GSA projects require 
BlM—achieved through three-dimensional 
modeling software that allows structural, 
mechanical, and architectural models to interact 
simultaneously—Snow's firm is now adept 

at this cost-saving, collaborative methodology 
used in the accelerated design and construction 
of buildings. So is ARM-*ULA. "Firms need 

to be nimble enough to quickly incorporate new 
BIM technologies so that we can make universal 
changes and manage models in a comprehensive 
manner," Garrett explains. 


Collaboration between disciplines isn't new, 
Snow adds, but BIM technologies are a visible 
method of integrating disciplines in design and 
construction. Architects need to ensure that 
"people are creating strong working relationships 
and the design team looks seamless to the client," 
says Snow.

for a major pitch. When you go in there, 
you know it's for something special.” 


All of the gathering places feel special, actually. 
A set of bleacher stairs connects two levels 
of office space and serves as an amphitheater 
for all-agency meetings.

And 
the open-office design means that every day 
is a gathering. While that was a change for 
the Carmichael Lynch crew—their space on 
Hennepin had a traditional office setup with 
doors and cubicles — they adjusted quickly. 
“They are natural collaborators, and the new 
space facilitates that work style in a very 
dynamic way; says Meyer. 


Individual workspaces are neutral by design, 
and employees are encouraged to display their 
work and personal things. “They didn't want 
to sanitize those areas,” Lesneski explains. 
“They are proud of their work, and they really 
want to see it displayed. And they are a very 
humane company. They aren't interested in 
making a big statement. It's more about comfort 
and accommodation and people.

Most of the office's original walls and doors were 
kept but transformed with a metallic gray paint 
and wall covering. A few striped fabrics here 

and there—on chairs, benches, and workstations— 
add pizzazz to the crisp, minimalist environs. 
(The neutral palette helps refresh the eye after 
intense visual work on computer screens, says 
Williamson.) Vertical panels of dark-stained oak 
add natural texture. Like the worktables and 
occasional benches, they were recycled from 

the oak desktops the firm used for 30 years. 


A century-old international firm, Ellerbe Becket 
has designed thousands of projects for clients. 
What lessons have the architects learned to apply 
to their own space? Keep thines simple.“It gives 
you more flexibility to address issues in the future,” 
says Johnson. “The more fixed it is, and the more 
‘stylistic’ it is, the more stuck you are. It's like 
nature: You want a simple order.” 


The other big lesson? “It all comes back 

to how we communicate,” Johnson concludes. 
“The opportunity to be face to face is 
all-important.”

Bearden. Minneapolis resident and philanthropist 
Roxanne Givens, also a competition juror, owns 
several works by Bearden. 


In addition to offering a new model for housing, 
the competition also aimed to foster a more 
collaborative process between the building and 
design teams. The Builders Association will 
develop the project and select one of its members 
to build it, says Steve Williams, vice-chair of the 
Builders Outreach Foundation. “The foundation 
has a goal of helping to provide more affordable 
housing, and, to that end, this is just the type 

of collaboration we like to see,” he says. The 
building process will also become an educational 
opportunity, with training for future builders. 


The best-case scenario? Not only would the 
winning competition design be built to restore 
the urban fabric at Plymouth and Sheridan; the 
design of others would be built on other vacant 
lots throughout the city. As Streitz notes, there's 
plenty of room for the city to grow. AMN

Case in point: Choice Wood Company credits the 
success of their airy renovation and expansion of 
an historic Edina home (#5, pictured on pages 46 
and 48) to the homeowners' being deeply engaged 
in the process from the start. "They liked the idea 
of working with an architect within a design-build 
environment,” says Choice Wood architect Leffert 
Tigelaar, AIA. "They were involved in everything 
from the overall site planning and landscaping 

to the smallest details of the interior design." 


For these repeat clients of Choice Wood Company, 
natural light was paramount. The family wanted 
relief from the gloom of the dark finishes and the 
undersized fenestration in the home. To this end, 
they worked with Tigelaar and the Choice Wood 
design-build team to reorganize and enlarge some 
of the windows in the existing home and add a new 
family room with wraparound glass doors opening 
onto an inviting outdoor living space.
